SOMETHING ABOUT 


MACADAM ROADS 


Ever since Ihe meeting of the coun- 


ty board m November 1913, when Mr. 
Hjret Hie state tiighway engineer 
talked to the county board then In 
session, I have been aware that some 
of those that heard him talk, misun- 
derstood him when the water-bound 
macadam road was under dlscusBion. 


I did not know, however, that the 


people had got so far from the real 
truth of the matter, until I started 
out to buy stone, and when they com- 
menced to tell me that they thot the 
state and county would not put In 
or allow any more. crushed stone 
roads, I began to th'nk that it was 
up to me to gel this mlsunuerstand 
ing cleared up, and in order to get 
more light on the subject I decided 
to ask Mr. Hirst to explain his own 
talk, and in order that he would 
know in what way he was misunder- 
stood. 
I sent him an article pub- 


lished in one of our leading county 
weeklies in the month of Decemliei- 
1913. 


Mr. Hirst's answer to my appeal 


follows: 


Madison, Wls., March 4th, 1914. 


Mr. L. Amundson, Grand Rapids, 
Wls. 


Dear Sir:—I note from some of 


the clippings in the Wood County 
papers that part of my talk last No- 
vember to the Wood. County Board 
has been misconstrued by the press. 


The matter under discussion at the 


time 1 made my remarks as to ma- 
cadam road surfaces was the Grand 
liapids and Marshfleld road, and I 
luted that for Ihis road, which, if 
it serves the purpose Intended, win 
•arry a very heavy automobile traf- 
fic as soon as completed, we doubted 
If the life of n waterbound macadam 
road would be more than six or seven 
years and that we would not advise 
;onstructlon of waterbound macadam 
on through roans which wou... invar- 
iably carry very heavy mixed traffic, 
out that we would advise the county 
to construct such roads of either 
vitrified brick or concrete. 


These remarks only applied to this 


^special road in Wood County, on an 
ordinary road a waterbound macadam 
surface will give excellent service. If 
maintained without any bituminous 
:oallng, such a road built of lime- 
stone macadam, disintegrated granite 
91' local hard-heads will probably 
give good service on an ordinary 
highway If ruts aud holes arc re- 
jairecl as soon as they show up for 
ibout ten years. 
At the end of that 


mie the top course would have to 
)e replaced and the road re-rolled 
and finished at a cost of slightly 
over half the original cost of sur- 
facing. 


If left entirely without repairing 


u waterbound macadam road will 
customarily need re-surfacing al the 
snd of six or 'even years. 


If a waterbound macadam road is 


well built and it is given surface 
treatments of oil, tars, or asphalt, 
commence- the year following con- 
struction, and these surface treat- 
ments are renewed as often as Is 
necessary (ruts und holes being fill- 
ed) we be'ieve that the life of macad- 


road is almost indefinite before 


re-surfacing. 


These surface jtreatments have1 


only been usei for four or live years, 
xnd the only draw-back to such a 
lorin of maintenance seems to be 
ihat in time such a thick protective 
coat is built up on the road that it 
does not hold to the stone and will 
probably have to be removed and a 
new layer of protective coats for a 
series of years be applied. 


If the state commission did not 


believe it advisable to build macadam 
roads it woul'd not allow them to be 
anil I. We believe that for a large 
majority of even the main traveled 
roads, the waterbound macadam, con- 
sidpiing the firsl cost and mainten- 
ance, is the most economical typo of 
surfacing. I am

time I made my remarks as to ma- 
cadam road surfaces was the Grand 
Rapids and Marshfleld road, and I 
stated that for this road, which, if 
it serves the purpose intended, will 
carry a very heavy automobile traf- 
fic as soon as completed, we doubted 
If the life of a waterbound macadam 
road would be more than six or seven 
years and that we would not advise 
construction of waterbound macadam 
on through roads which wou.- invar- 
iably carry very heavy mixed traffic, 
but that we would advise the county 
to construct such roads of either 
vitrified brick or concrete. 


These remarks only applied to this 


especial road in Wood County, on an 
ordinary road a waterbound macadam 
surface will give excellent service. If 
maintained without any bituminous 
coating, such a road built of lime- 
stone macadam, disintegrated granite 
or local hard-heads will probably 
give good service on an ordinary 
highway if ruts and holes are re- 
paired as soon as they show up for 
about ten years. At.the end of that 
time the top course would have to 
be replaced and the road re-rolled

majority of even the main traveled 
roads, the waterbound macadam, con- 
sidering the first cost and mainten- 
ance, is the most economical typo of 
surfacing.

System That Is Said to Have Advan- 


tages Over Methods of Refriger- 


ating or Pickling. 


A new agent for the preservation 


of eggs has been found in Switzer- 
land, which has many advantages 
over refrigeration and pickling, ac- 
cording to United States Consul-Gen- 
eral R. B. Mansfield, 
stationed 
at 


Zurich, Switzerland. 


"The preservative," Mr. Mansfield 


explains, "consists of a prepared sub- 
stance of adhesive character, the in- 
gredients of which may be easily and 
cheaply obtained in any country. The 
process of preservation is very simple: 
A flat vessel of about 100 quarts is 
filled to half its capacity with the pre- 
serving agent, into which the eggs 
are dipped for two minutes and then 
allowed to dry. For

process the eggs are placed in flat 
wire baskets, each with a capacity of 
300 to 500 eggs. One basket is dipped 
after another, and by employing a

St. Louie March 11.—Torij man ar* 


known to have perished and 29 wer« 
Injured in a fire that destroyed th«

scene the flames were aborting out of 
the roof nnd all the windows above 
the second floor. Men were jumping 
from windows and others were de- 
scending ropes made of bed clothe* 
tied together. 
More than a dozen 


jumped several stories to the roots 
of adjoining buildings and escaped 
with broken legs or less aerious in- 
juries.

About twelve men escaped from tho

THE VALUE OF FIRE DRILLS 


Fire drills are aimed not so much 


at the fire as at the panic which usu- 
ally accompanies it. 
The principal 


thing Is to prevent the panic. Two 
points that are to be considered are, 
first—Order; and second—Rapidity. 
See to it that the fire alarm system is 
always in perfect working order. See 
that the exit facilities are sufficient 
and are always unobstructed. It is 
usually advisable to have the chil- 
dren march out two by two, and 
where possible the march should be 
accompanied by music or singing to 
divert the minds of the pupils. Teach- 
ers should always" follow to be certain 
that no child has been left behind. 
Some of the older children might be 
detailed as monitors, with certain 
fixed duties for the different monitors 
that are assigned. 
It is important 


to teach the pupils in the course of 
fire drills to overcome obstacles, and 
to be prepared to meet emergencies, 
in the event of an actual fire. 


All doors should open outward, and 


these exit doors should never be 
locked during school sessions. Fire 
drills should be to the fire escapes as 
well as to the exits, and should con- 
elude with a continued march of the 
children out of and away from the 
school building, i believe it is es- 
pecially important to hold occasion- 
ally a fire fighting instruction pro- 
gram. 
There should be short talks 


by the teachers on fire prevention and 
the evils of carelessness. It is impor- 
tant that these lessons should be as 
free as possible from excitement and 
should be addressed to the common 
sense of the pupils ruther than to 
their imagination. 


I believe that stories of the fire 


horrors and particular reference to 
disasters in schools usually do more 
harm than good, and should be a- 
voided. Fire Is particularly fascinat- 
ing to many people and especially to 
children, and I believe that pyro- 
manla is frequently caused by arous- 
ing the imagination and excitement 
ot children by stories of great lire 
disasters and by seeing such calami- 
ties illustrated by moving pictures. 


The lire drill should be a business- 


like affair, conducted in a business- 
like manner, and for the special pur- 
pose of getting out of and away from 
the building as rapidly as possible. 
Fire drills should be practiced fre- 
quently and at irregular and secret 
times, as these repetitions will fam- 
iliarize children with their duties 
and in the event of (ire they will not 
be taken unawares, 


Our department has compiled a 


list of fatalities resulting from lire 
taken from slippings of local state 
newspapers, furnished the depart- 
ment by a slate clipping bureau. For 
(he first six months of the present 
fiscal year, commencing July 1, 1913, 
our statistical tables show the follow- 
ing deaths from (ire during those six 
months: 
July, 7; August, a G ; Sep- 


tember, 5; October, 38; November, 
4; December, 8; total, 58. 
Of the 


oaiisos assigned the most frequent- 
ly for the fires resulting in the 58 ) 
deaths, children playing with matches' 
was given ten times, carelessness with 
gasoline nine, and starting or hasten- 
ing stove fires with kerosene eight. 
Thus it will be seen that nearly one- 
half the fires resulting in these deaths 
had their origin from only three of 
the most common fire causes. 
Using 


the multiple of three, which the U- 
nited States overnment employs in 
such cases, there were also 174 very 
serious injuries from fires during the 
same half-year period. 
On the as- 


sumption that the same ratjo of 
deaths and serious injuries from fire 
will continue for the succeeding six 
months this would give 116 fatali- 
ties and 384 serious casualties for 
the whole year. 


As this state has most fortunately 


been spared any great school-house 
'.holocausts, such as several other 
parts of our country have seen even 
in recent years, we have quoted the 
above statistics in order to show that 
the lire fiend is ever lurking near, and 
that the greatest care and caution 
should be exercised, especially where, 
as in the schools, large numbers of 
human beings are gathered together 
for so much of the time,

PROTECT THE BIRDS. 


The Appleton Daily Crescent gives 


the following account of an. Interest- 
ing lecture on "Wild Animals and 
Birds," which should be read by all 
people: 


"In the last thirty years ninety 


per cent, of the normal bird life of 
this country has been destroyed. 
Only ten per cent, of our birds are 
left. 
Great scientists say that if all 


insect-eating birds should be exter- 
minated, in three years thereafter 
the continent would be uninhabit- 
able. That is the problem with which 
we are face to face, said Col. G. O. 
Shields in h's illustrated lecture on 
"Wild Animals and Birds." 


Col. Shields speaks with authority. 


In his younger, unregenerate days he 
was a hunter, until he came to rea- 
lize the economic value of birds and 
the appalling danger of their extinc- 
tion. He has devoted forty years in 
the interest of the game birds and 
animals of this country. 
He is the 


head of the League of American 
Sportsmen with 12,000 members and 
founded the magazine "Recreation," 
of which he was the editor for fifteen 
years. 


The lecturer said that there are 


10,000,000 guns in use every year, 
millions of them in the hands of men 
and boys, who violate all game laws. 
He declared that the people of the 
United States, primarily the farmers 
and fruit growers, lose millions of 
dollars annually from insect pests 
which could be controlled by the 
birds if their numbers had not been 
ruthlessly decimated. "The balance 
of nature has been destroyed," said 
Col. Shields, " and we must pay the 
penalty." 


Ignorant foreigners who kill song 


birds and insect-eating birds without 
compunction; the slaughter of these 
birds during the winter by both the 
rif-raf and the gentleman-sportsman 
of the south and the northerner who 
shoot either song birds or such as 
destroy insects were scored by the 
speaker as the formidable factors in 
the fight for the preservation of bird 
life because of its value in dollars 
and its value beyond measure to na- 
ture lovers. 


"I appeal to all of you who may be 


hunters to 'let up' on the birds," said 
Col. Shields. "Make the same sacri- 
fice I have made. 
For at least five 


years lay aside your gun and give 
the birds a chance to recuperate, to 
'come back.' 
You will have to do 


now for five years, or later your 
children and your children's children 
for generations will not see a bird. 
It is either five years or five hun- 
dred."

THIS IS SOME FISH STORY 


Editor Journal:—Much has been 


written of late in the newspapers 
about the mammoth deep sea flsh 
taught near Knights Key and landed 
at Miami, Florida. 


We had the pleasure of examining 


the specimen, and I hope a descrip- 
tion of it will be of interest to the 
readers of the Journal. 
The mon- 


ster has a length of 45 feet, a cir- 
cumference of 22 feet, 9 inches, a 
diameter of 8 feet, 3 inches and a 
weight of fifteen tons. 
The meas- 


urements of the mouth when open 
were 31 inches by 38 inches wide and 
43 inches deep. The tongue was 40 
inches long and around the oval open- 
ing were several 
thousand 
small 


teeth, all slanting in, so it would be 
next to impossible for its prey to es- 
cape when once within its grasp. The 
liver of 
the 
fish 
weighed 1,700 


pounds. 


The size and contents of the stom- 


ach would beggar description. Sev- 
eral specimens of deep sea animals 
unknown to scientists were 
found 


among the contents. 
One 
speci- 


men in particular that had not been 
destroyed by the process of diges- 
tion proved very interesting. In gen- 
eral appearances it resembled one of 
these billlken babies that are for sale 
as a children's toy. 


This giant of the deep should not 


be confused with the whale. 
Th* 


whale is an air breather and lives 
on the surface of the water. This is 
a true fish or water breather and has 
gill openings on each side of its head, 
four feet long. The home of the fish 
is in 2,000 to 5,000 feet of water and 
below the 
penetration 
of sunlight.

It reads in part as lol- 
of interest, 
lows: 


"It was the plain intent of the leg- 


islature to eliminate all party con- 
:ests in town and village elections and 
substitute therefor a purely nonpar- 
tisan election." says Mr. Owen. "The 
caucus referred to in the law is to 
be a nonparlisan caucus of all the 
electors of the town, of whatever iin- 
litical affiliation, and it is the nomi- 
nees of such caucus that will b? en- 
titled to a place, as caucus nominees, 
on the official ballot at the election. 
It follows that there is to be no party 
designation of candidates on the of- 
ficial ballot. 


"The fact that the law does not 


provide any method of calling the 
first caucus is evidently due to an 
oversight on the part of the legisla- 
ture and creates some uncertainty 
and confusion as to how the first 
caucus shall be called. 
Inasmuch 


as no method is provided in the law 
itself for the calling of the first cau- 
cus, it is apparent that such first 
caucus cannot be called under legal 
authority. 


"There also seems to be some un- 


certainty as to whether both those 
who are nominated at the caucus and 
others who are nominated by nomina- 
tion papers are entitled to positions 
on the ballot. 
Upon this subject the 


law is plain. The names of those who 
are nominated at the caucus are to 
be placed on the official ballot." 


Mr. Owen suggests that whei'e! 


caucuses have not been held a num- 
ber of electors should circulate a 
call for a caucus to be held at a given 
time. He says that the voters should 
be well notified of the time of hold- 
ing the same. 


Mr. Owen also says a candidate de- 


feated at the caucus may be nomin- 
ated by a nomination paper, if he 
receives the requisite number tot, 
signers.

THE VALUE JJFJIRE DRILLS 


Fire drills are aimed not so much 


at the fire as at the panic which usu- 
ally accompanies it The principal 
thing is to prevent the panic. Two 
points that are to be considered are, 


flrst_-0rder; 
and second—Rapidity. 


See to it that the fire alarm system is 
always in perfect working order. See 
that the exit facilities are sufficient 
aiid are' always'unobstructed. '.-I: is 
-usually advisable to have the chil- 
dren march out. two by two, and 
where possible the march -should be 
accompanied by music or singing to 
.divert the minds.of.the pupils. Teach- 
ers should. alwafs"'f fallow to be certain 
that no child has .been left behind. 
Some of the older children might be 
detailed .as monitors,, with certain 
fixed duties for the different monitors 
that are assigned. It is important 
to teach the pupils in the course of 
fire drills to overcome obstacles, and 
to be prepared-to meet emergencies, 
in the event of an actual fire. 
All doors should open outward, ana 


tliese exit doors should ^neverbe 
locked during school sessions. Fire 
drills should be to, the fire escapes as 
well as to the exits, and should con- 
clude with a continued march of the 
children out of and away from the 
school building. 
J. believe it-is es- 


pecially important to hold occasion- 
ally a fire fighting instruction pro- 
gram 
There should be short talks 


by the teachers on fire prevention and 
the evils of carelessness.

Fire is particularly fascinat- 
ing to many people and especially to 
children, and I believe that pyro- 
mania is frequently caused by arous- 
ing the imagination ,and .excitement 
of children by stories of great flre 
disasters and by seeing such calami- 
ties illustrated by-moving pictures. 


The fire drill should be a business- 


like affair, conducted In-a business- 
like manner, and for the special pur- 
pose of getting out of and away from 
the building as rapidly as possible. 
Fire drills should be practiced fre- 
quently and at irregular and secret 
times, as these repetitions will fam- 
iliarize children with their duties 
and in the event of fire they will not 
oe taken unawares.

taken from slippings of local state 
newspapers, furnished, the depart- 
ment by a state clipping bureau.

The spring elections will be held 


April 7 1914. so the last day for hold- 
ing town caucuses under the new 
town election law will be March 30. 
Attorney General Owen has made 
public an opinion on this law that is 
of interest. 
It reads in part as fol- 


--IL was the plain intent of the leg- 


islature to eliminate all party con- 
tests in town and village elections and 
substitute therefor a purely nonpar- 
tisan election." says Mr. Owen. ' I he 
caucus referred to in the law is to 
be a nonpartisan caucus of all the 
electors of the town, of whatever po- 
litical affiliation, and it is the nomi- 
nees of such caucus that will bo en- 
titled to a place, as caucus nominees, 
on the official ballot at the election. 
It follows that there is to be no party 
designation of candidates on the of- 
ficial ballot. 
"The fact that the law does not 


provide any method of calling the 
first caucus is evidently due to an 
oversight on the part of the legisla- 
ture and creates some uncertainty 
and confusion as to how the first 
caucus shall be called. 
Inasmuch 


as no method is provided in the law 
itself for the calling of the first cau- 
cus, 
it is apparent that such first 


caucus cannot be called under legal 
authority.

Charcoal for Poultry Health. 


The larger per cent of our largest 


poul'try raisers who have the greatest 
success -with their fowls, both old and 
young, keep a constant supply of 
charcoal before their birds from the 
time they are hatched until they are 
disposed of. In my long experience 
in the poultry business I have found 
that charcoal is one of the greatest 
disinfectants I know of, writes A.'13. 
Vandevort in American Cultivator. 


I keep it before the fowls all the 


time and feed it-in their mash mix- 
tures and very seldom have an ail- 
ing fowl or chicken. Of course it is 
not uncommon for all poultry raisers 
to have fowls become suddenly ill 
and die without being a profound 
mystery to the owner. But, so far as 
permitting contagious diseases, the 
use of charcoal will absolutely pre- 
vent any catastrophe of this kind. 


Of course it Is expected that fowls 


are kept comfortable and in clean 
quarters. 
It could not be expected 


that charcoal will perform miracles. 
But where fowls have intelligent man- 
agement charcoal will be an auxil- 
iary that can be relied upon as a 
health producer. There is nothing 
that can take its place when it comes 
to putting the hens in good laying 
condition. Where charcoal is used I 
have never had bowel trouble in my 
chickens. It will help prevent little 
chicken cholera if fed freely to the 
breeders during the winter months, 
and if the powdered charcoal is used 
in the mash mixture for the growing 
chicks they will develop very rapidly. 


The coarse ground charcoal, about 


the size of the average grain of corn, 
is the best grade to get for the older 
fowls.

• This is-nearly-five.times as much 
as was appropriated -for the same 
purpose and the same extent of time, 
eleven .years earlier when the guar- 
dian of "God's patient poor" with 
his party winged- their way into pow- 
er.

And what an influx there-.has been 


-to the -ranks of Diety's destitute 
since that period. 
Let it now be understood that the 


increase in the assessments of prop- 
erty has kept pace with the increase 
of progressive expenditures: 


'In 1900 the state assessment was 


$630,000,000.

During the time that the assess- 


ments and state expenditures have 
been 
increasing 
in Wisconsin by 


leaps and bounds, the population has 
increased only twelve and one-half 
per cent and the actual wealth of the 
state eighteen per cent. 


This increase in taxation of over 


four hundred per cent should prompt 
every voter in the state to invest in 
'a new ax, and a grindstone to keep 
it on edge, and impatiently bide the 
time when he can get the necks of 
the- whole gang of progressive vam- 
pires who commercially pauperized 
the state. 
Just now the taxpayers 
every- 


where in the state are struggling 
desperately to stand up under the 
burdens placed upon them under pro- 
gressive rule, but it can be depended 
on that they, are making determined 
resolutions for the future. They in- 
tend to make those burdens lighter 
and they will, notwithstanding the. 
governor is moving up and down the 
state telling the people that they 
should be proud of this profligacy. 


He also assures them that thb 


taxes will go on increasing regard- 
less of what faction or party admin- 
isters the affairs of the state gov- 
ernment. 
The impudence with which he as- 


serts that the demands of the people 
are wholly instrumental for the ex- 
isting ruinous conditions is about as 
refreshing as a January blizzard in 
June.

And their representatives in 
the-assembly and senate are a mere 
pac kof .puppets who accept and pass 
all bills framed and recommended 
by all or any of the fifty odd com- 
missions, since they have assumed to 
be the people to whom the progres- 
sives have returned the government.

HOWWASSERMAN 


TEST IS APPLIED 


(Sheboygan Press). 


Much has been said in the news- 
papers of Wisconsin about the Was- 
serman test being required before 
physicians can give a prospective 
bridegroom a certificate of health un- 
der the eugenic marriage law, and 
the physicians have claimed the test 
could not be made for 53.00. 


Very few people know anything 


about the Wasserman test, and at the 
request of The Press, Dr. J. C. Elfers 
secured th« .following explanation 
of the test exclusively for this paper, 
from an expert. 


The Wasserman reaction, or test, 


is a means of determining the pres- 
,ence of specific blood-poisoning in the 
blood. 
When the disease^poison gets into 


the system, the blood reacts against 
it and trys to destroy it by making 
an antibody. In order, however, that 
the anti-body may destroy the dis- 
ease-producing agent a third body 
must be present. This is called com- 
plement. Every blood contains-more 
or less complement. The anti-body 
in a diseased person's blood will, 
when complement is addeu, destroy 
the disease-producing agent outside 
the body. This is what is done in 
making the test. 
About two teaspoonful of blood are 


taken from the patient. It is allowed 
to stand perfectly quiet until it sepa- 
rates into two parts—the clear, pale 
yellow serum and the dark red clot. 
The former is carefully taken off to 
make the test. The latter is thrown 
away. The serum is then heated to 
destroy the unknown amount of com- 
plement in it. This is called inactiva- 
ting it; The inactive serum is now 
put in a test tube with the disease- 
producing agent, called antigen, and 
a. measured amount of complement 
from guinea pig's blood added. The 
whole is allowed to stand at body 
temperature for an hour. This is the 
first phase of the reaction. If the pa- 
tient's serum contained anti-body. It 
and the antigen and the complement 
are all destroyed and no longer lit 
to work.. If the patient's serum con- 
tained no anti-body, nothing has hap- 
pened and the component parts re- 
iinain as they were. But so far, the 
whole mixture is colorless and it is 
not apparent what nAS happened. 


It is necessary, therefore, to make 


another test, to find out the answer 
This is done by testing for the pres- 
ence of complement in the mixture. 
To do this an antigen and antibody 
are used which will present a color 
reaction. 
A rabbit is injected .with 


blood corpuscles from a sheep. These 
corpuscles are the antigen—and the 
rabbit's blood makes an antibody for 
them. 
The complement in the rab- 


bit's blood is destroyed by heat and 
the portion of sheep's corpuscles and 
the rabbit's blood uutied to the test 
tube. The whole mixture now is of 
a light red color, turbid and opaque. 
It is allowed to stand for an hour at 
body temperature. This is the se- 
cond phase of the reaction. 
If no 


complement was left in the first phase 
nothing can happen in the second, 
and the sheep's corpuscles are not 
altered—they settle down in a little 
heap at the bottom of the tube and 
the fluid remains colorless. This is 
called inhibition or haemolysis, ab- 
sence of haemolysis, etc., and consti- 
tutes a positive reaction. If the com- 
plement was not used up in the first 
phase, it now operates in the second. 
The sheep's corpuscles dissolve, be- 
come"laked,". and the red coloring 
matter in them stains the solution a 
bright clear r ed which is perfectly 
transparent, i. e., there is haemolysis, 
ibis is a negative reaction. 


in making the test, the component 


parts have to be standardized; i, e., 
they have to be tested to determine 
their exact strength, for neither too 
much nor too little must be used. 
As they do not "keep" indefinitely, it 
is necessary to restandardize them at 
short intervals. The patient's serum 
must first be tested to make sure that 
it will neither produce nor inhibit 
haemolysis by itself; and every time 
the test is made on a patient's serum, 
it must be made on at least two other 
sera, one of which is known to be 
positive, the other negative. These 
are called controls.

No Age Exempt From Tuberculosis, 


According to Physician Who Has 


Made It a Study. 


Replying to an attack on the move- 


ment for local tuberculosis hospitals, 
Dr. Hermann M. Biggs, state commis- 
sioner of health of New York, says 
in a statement published through the 
Journal of the Outdoor Life, the, offi- 
cial organ of the National Association 
for the Study and Prevention of Tu- 
berculosis: 
"Tuberculosis is an in- 


fectious and communicable disease. 
No age is exempt, and no one is im- 
mune against tuberculosis infection, 
but differences in susceptibility exist 
at different ages. 
The'frequency of 


infection increases rapidly from the 
first year until at the age of fifteen 
perhaps 75 per cent of the population 
show a positive reaction to tubercu- 
lin, although only a small proportion 
have signs of the disease which can 
be detected by other moans. 


"The conviction has been gradually 


strengthened that the first infections 
from tuberculosis often occur during 
infancy and childhood. It seems prob- 
able that many of those who develop 
the disease in adult life have carried 
the latent infection since childhood, 
and have no recent and new infection 
when the symptoms of the disease ap- 
pear. 


"It has also been found by experi- 


ment that it is difficult to re-infect an 
animal that has already been previous- 
ly inoculated with tuberculosis. Hence, 
it is inferred that, some degree of im- 
immuy may be thus produced that 
may serve to ward off bacilli which 
might find lodgment in an individual 
not previously infected. 
Therefore, 


it will be understood bow the mild in- 
fections, which are healed and pres- 
ent in most persons who have reached 
adult age may, and presumably do, 
offer some protection against further 
limited invasions of the tubercle ba- 
cilli. While persons are in good health 
the protection thus offered is on ad- 
vantage, having some resemblance to 
vaccination, but only very limited in 
nature, and not complete. 
Prolonged 


or intimate exposure, however, or ex- 
posure to a virulent type of tubercu- 
losis, may result in a new infection, 
even of those who have overcome a 
previous mild infection. It is, more- 
over, by no means certain that in de- 
bilitated conditions due to other dis- 
eases, to dissipation or to bad en- 
vironment, new infections may not oc- 
cur. 
We know positively that the 


first childhood infection may under 
such circumstances break out anew 
and thus become a doubtful advan- 
tage, a real sword with two edges."

Bulger* to Have Irish Library. 


An Irish library which will contain 


a collection of books relating to the 
history, literature and economics of 
Ireland will be established In the near 
future In connection with the State 
Hlgtorlcal library. A fund of $500 has 
been subscribed for the purchase ot 
the books. To arouse enthusiasm in 
the movement a St. Patrick's day cele- 
bration will be held at music ball at 
the university at Madison on the night 
of March 17. 


The Idea of establishing the library 


originated with Dr. Richard T. Ely of 
the university during his travels in 
Ireland last year. While In that coun- 
try he communicated with Rev. P. P. 
Knox of St. Patrick's church, Madi- 
son, and upon bis return home took 
up the matter with Father Knox. 
Doctor Ely was greatly Impressed 
with Ireland, and he concluded that It 
would be an excellent thing to estab- 
lish a library In Wisconsin containing 
books relating to the history, litera- 
ture and economics of the Emerald 
iile. 


Through the efforts of Father Knox 


the Ancient Order of Hibernians of 
Wisconsin created and provided the 
fund necessary to obtain the books. 
The obtaining of the fund was taken 
up In connection with the special 
study of the Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians of the literature and economic 
conditions of Ireland. The establish- 
ing of a library was first discussed at 
a dinner given by Doctor Ely to Sir 
Horace Plunkett upon the latter's visit 
to Madison. In the library It Is pro- 
posed to hang upon the walla two 
paintings of Irish scenery, the work 
of the Irish artist, George W. Russell 
of Dublin. 
Arthur L.' Peabody, the 


university architect, has prepared an 
artistic book plate for the- library. 
The collection of books will be placed 
in the room adjoining the state his- 
torical library, and Is to be In charge 
of the staff at the library. 


Doctor Ely will -preside at the St. 


Patrick's day celebration, which will 
begin at 8 p. m. This will be the first 
St. Patrick's day celebration held In 
connection with the university, and a 
large attendance Is predicted. 


Scholarship* for Mechanics. 


The 
demand 
for 
profesionally 


trained mechanics to teach In Indus- 
trial schools has led the regents of 
the University of Wisconsin to create 
15 Industrial scholarships, carrying a 
special honorarium of $40. The hold- 
ers of these scholarships are to be or- 
ganized Into a mechanics' Institute on 
the campus of the university from 
March 9 to April 9, to give intensive 
practice in special lines of shopwork 
and drawing, and to give a detailed 
consideration 
to 
organization 
and 


teaching problems. 


The necessity for such an institute 


is manifested by the fact that men en- 
rolled In the special Industrial and 
trade teachers' courses given In Mil- 
maukee and in Madison by the univer- 
sity for mechanics Interested In teach- 
ing have, in many instances, been 
urged to accept appointments to teach- 
ing positions before completing pre- 
paratory work. 


Three courses will be offered. Two 


will be three hour courses, daily. One 
will be in shopwork, and the other in 
drafting and free hand perspective. In 
each emphasis will be placed upon the 
development of courses of study and 
the appropriate method of demon- 
strating them. A one hour course will 
be given in which the problems of or- 
ganization and maintenance of indus- 
trial school work will be discussed, 
and in which demonstrations will be 
outlined. 
In connection 
with thia 


course all mentbers of the institute 
will observe the work of regular in- 
structors In the continuation schools 
of Madison and in the high school 
classes in the department of manual 
arts at the university. 
Each member 


will thereafter spend some time as an 
assistant Instructor in the high school 
classes of this department. 


The men have been selected from 


nine cities In the state by Prof. F. D. 
Crawshaw, chairman of the 
depart- 


ment of manual arts. 
The men se- 


lected represent twelve trades. They 
were chosen out of a list recom- 
mended by employers and school ad- 
ministrators In their respective cities 
because of their ability as mechanics, 
good character and desire to teach In- 
dustrial work. 


Convicts to Aid In Roadmaklng. 


Convicts from the state prison at 


Waupun will be employed In the state 
in roadmaking work this summer, ac- 
cording to an announcement by the 
state board of control. 


They will be first put to work, It Is 


planned, on the roads near Waupun 
and about the new tuberculosis camp 
on Tomahawk lake. They will start 
the work on the buildings for the new 
women's reformatory at Taycheedah, 
just south of Fond du Lac. 


Then they will be available for work 


In other parts of the state. 


The honor system will govern the 


men while they are out. Only men 
with clean records will be allowed on 
this work. They will be looked after 
by an officer of the state prison, who 
is also fitted for the supervision of the 
road building. 
He will have assist- 


ants, but there will be no armed 
guard. 


Catholics Oppose Sex Teaching.

EVER DANGER OF INFECTION 


No Age Exempt From Tuberculosis, 


According to Physician Who Has , 


Made It a Study. 


Replying to an attack on the .move- 


ment for local tuberculosis hospitals, 
Dr. Hermann M. Biggs, state 'commis- 
sioner of health of New York, says 
in a statement published through the 
Journal of the Outdoor Life, the offi- 
cial organ of the National Association 
for the Study and Prevention oE Tu- 
berculosis: 
"Tuberculosis is an in- 


fectious and communicable disease. 
No age is exempt, and no one is im- 
mune against tuberculosis Infection, 
but differences In susceptibility exist, 
at different ages. 
The'frequency' of 


infection increases rapidly from the 
first year until at the age of fifteen 
perhaps 75 per cent oif the population 
show a positive reaction, to tubercu- 
lin although only a small proportion 
have signs oE the disease which can 
be detected by other means. 


"The conviction has been gradually 


strengthened that the first infections 
from tuberculosis often, occur during 
infancy and childhood. It seems prob- 
able that many oE those who develop 
the disease in adult life have carried 
the latent infection since childhood, 
and have no recent and new infection 
when the symptoms of the disease ap- 
pear. 


"It has also been found by experi- 


ment that it is difficult to re-infect an 
animal that has already been previous- 
ly inoculated with tuberculosis. Hence, 
it is inferred that some degree of im- 
munity may be thus produced .that 
may serve to ward off bacilli- which 
might find lodgment in an individual 
not previously infected. 
Therefore, 


it will be understood .how the mild in- 
fections, which are healed and pres- 
ent in most persons who have reached 
adult age may, and presumably do, 
offer some protection against further 
limited invasions of the tubercle ba- 
cilli. While persons are in good health 
the protection thus offered is on ad- 
vantage, having some resemblance to 
vaccination, but only very limited in 
nature, and not complete. Prolonged 
or intimate exposure, however, or ex- 
posure to a virulent type of tubercu- 
losis, may result in a new infection, 
even' of those who have overcome a 
previous mild infection. It Is, more- 
over, by no means certain that in de- 
bilitated conditions due to other dis- 
eases, to dissipation or to bad en- 
vironment, new infections may not oc- 
cur. 
We know positively that the 


first childhood infection may under 
such circumstances break out anew 
and thus become a doubtful advan- 
tage, a real sword with two edges."

ing cleared up, and in .order to get

A TEMPEST IN A TEAPOT. 


The temporary tempest that was 
created over what Superintendent 
Carey said about our young people 
and their morals has subsided. He 
didn't say that their morals were 
^.oose.v He just said that he happen- 
ed to.be in the city one evening and 
noticed there were a great many 
•young people on the streets.and that 
some, of'them were walking down 
the side streets and .alleys together, 
and that•• parents would do well to 
keep better track of their young ones 
.and not allow them to. be exposed to 
temptation in this manner. 
. 
Nov, when a state superintendent 
makes.a speech he is supposed to say 
something. 
Ordinarily they confine 
themselves to telling the people what 
a wonderful school system they have 
and what a handsome school building 
and Vhat an exceptional: equipment, 
ending by describing to the .young- 
sters the old log school house 'that he 
used,to go. to, thereby impressing on 
their minds nowunuch better off they 
are at the present time than were the 
young people of his time. 
It seems, however, that Mr. Carey 


departed a trifle from the-general rut 
of this sort of spepchmaking, and it 
1s not to be. wondered that some citi- 
zen rose up and broke into print a- 
bout the matter. 
Mr. Carey explain- 
ed tha.t there was a merry-go-roumi 
In operation the night he was here, 
and under.the circumstances it would 
be perfectly natural for the' yoncpr 
people-to be out on an occasion of 
this sort. . C u r older people aro not 
given very much to hanging around, 
merry-go-rounds, even tho .If may 
be the.('.I'lBtom. where Mr. Carey lives. 
On the ni->lil' in 'question, the-, younft' 
people certainly wwe; not strolling 
down Alleys, as ,<•;•.• :e are nc alleys 
In Grand "Rapids, and it certainly, 
% no crime for a young coup!" to 
walk along the public, streets, even 
tho they may be only .10 or 12 years 
old.

.We do not know anything about' 
Mr. Carey's past history, but it seems 
to us that any man who can see, a.ny- 
thing evil in the actions that he has 
described, must have an.evil mind; 
that he is looking for things that a 
man in his position should not be 
searching for.'

We think, that our young people 


will average up well with the best of 
them to .'be found anywhere, and our 
advice to Mr. Carey is to stick to the 
old stereotyped form of address on 
occasions of this sort, and not take 
any chances.

ments are renewed as often as is 
necessary (ruts and holes being fill- 
ed) we be'ieve. that the life of macad- 
am road is almost indefinite before 
re-surfacing. 
- 


These surface jtreatments havei 


only been use*, for four or five years, 
and the only draw-back to such a 
form of maintenance seems to be 
that in time such a thick protective 
coat is built up on the road that it 
does not .hold to the stone and will 
probably have to be removed and a 
new layer of protective .coats for a 
series of years be applied.. 


If the state commission did not 


believe it advisable, to build macadam 
roads it wouFd not allow them to be 
built. 
We believe-that for a large 


majority of even the main traveled 
roads, the waterbound.macadam, con- 
sidering the first cost and mainten- 
ance, is the most .economical typo of 
surfacing, I am

But after, all the founda- 
tion is. the main item in Wood Coun- 
ty and r hope that no town will ask 
me to put crushed stone or any other 
surfacing material on a newly grad- 
ed 'road in clay soils, when the differ- 
ent towns vote money for state aid- 
work this Spring, but that they 
raise money for grading first.

Mr. Mansfield 


explains, VconsiBts of a prepared sub-, 
stance of "adhesive:,character, the in- 
gredients of which, may be easily and: 
cheaply obtained in .any country*. The 
process of preservation is-very simple: 
A flat vessel of about 100 quarts is 
filled to half its capacity with the pre- 
serving agent, into which the eggs 
are dipped for two minutes and then 
allowed to dry. For the dipping 
process' the eggs are placed" in flat 
wire baskets, each with a capacity of 
300 to 5'00 eggs.

cess in poultry must be fictitious, aud 
he quietly gets out of the business, 


And yet these men might have done

always in perfect working "order. See 
that the1 exit, facilities are sufficient 
and are" always unobstructed. 
-It1 is 


"usually advisable to have ' the chil- 
dren ' march out two by -two, and 
where possible the inarch Should be 
accompanied, by 'm us'ic or- singingVtp 
divert the minds ;, of ; the' pupils. Teach- 
ers "should. 'alwafjrf bllow toVbe certain 
that, no child '.has , been left behind. 
Setae1 of : the older : children^ m ight ;be 
detailed ;' as ..monitors," . with /certain 
fixed duties 'for .'the different monitors 
that are assigned. 
It is1 important 


to. teach the pupils in the ^course of 
fire drills to overcome obstacles, and 
to : be prepared' to meet emergencies, 
in the "event of an actual fire. . 
; - 


All doors should opein outward, and 


these exit doors ' should never be 
locked during school sessions. Fire 
•drills should be to the fire 'escapes as 
well as to the exits, and should con- 
clude with a continued march, ot the 
children out of and away :from' the 
school building, 
i believe 'it' is es- 


pecially important to hold occasion- 
ally a fire fighting instruction pro- 
gram. 
There should be short talks 


by the teachers on.fire prevention -and 
the evils of carelessness." It is impor: 
tnnt that these 'lessons should be as 
free as possible from1 excitement and 
should be addressed to the common 
sense of the pupils rather than to 
their imagination. 


I believe that . stories ' of the 
fire 


horrors and particular reference to 
disasters in schools usually do more 
harm than good, and should be a- 
voided. Fire is particularly fascinat- 
ing to many people and especially to 
children, and I believe that pyro- 
mania is frequently caused by arous- 
ing the imagination -and ^excitement 
of children by stories of great flre 
disasters and by seeing such calami- 
ties illustrated by-moving' pictures. 


The fire drill should be a business- 


like affair, conducted in < a business- 
like m'anner, and for the. special pur- 
pose of getting out of and away from 
the building as rapidly as possible. 
Fire drills should be practiced fre- 
quently and at irregular and secret 
times, as these repetitions will fam- 
iliarize children with their duties 
and In the event of fire they will- not 
be taken unawares, 
,

will continue for the succeeding six 
months this would give 116 fatali- 
ties and 384 serious casualties for 
the 'whole year, 


As this state has most fortunately 


been spared any great school-house 
(holocausts, such as several other 
parts of our country have seen even 
in recent years, we have quoted the 
above statistics in order to show that 
the (ire fiend is ever lurking near, and 
that the greatest care and caution 
should be exercised, especially where, 
as in the schools, large numbers of 
human beings are gathered together 
for so much of the time,

The Appleton Daily Crescent gives 


the following account of an interest 
ine' (leeture'.pn, "Wild' Animals and 
'Birds," -wtfich should tie read .by all 
people: 


"In the last thirty years ninety 


per cent, of the normal bird life of 
.tWs country has been destroyed 
Only-ten percent, of our birds are 
l^ft., Great scientists say that if all 
insect-eating; birds should be exter- 
minated, -in' three years thereafter 
the continent would be uninhabit- 
able, That is the problem with which 
we are face to face, said Col. G-.

The New Town Election 
The spring elections will be held 


April 7,1914, so the last day for hold- 
ing town caucuses under the new 
town election law will be March 30. 
Attorney General Owen has made 
public an opinion on this law that is 
of interest. 
It reads in part as fol- 


lows: 


"It was the plain intent of the leg- 


islature to eliminate all party con- 
tests in town and village elections and 
substitute therefor a purely nonpar- 
tisan election." says Mr, Owen. "The 
caucus referred to In the law is to 
be a non partisan caucus of all the 
electors of the town, of whatever po- 
litical affiliation, and it is the nomi- 
nees of such caucus that will bo en- 
titled to a place, as caucus nominees, 
on the official ballot at the election. 
It follows that there Is to be no party 
designation of candidates on the of- 
ficial ballot. 


"The fact that the law does not 


provide any method ,of calling the 
first caucus is evidently due to an 
oversight on tlie part of tlie legisla- 
ture and creates some uncertainty 
and confusion as to how the first 
caucus shall be called. 
Inasmuch 


as no method is provided in the law 
itself for the calling of the first cau- 
cus, 
it is apparent that such first 


caucus cannot be called under legal 
authority. 


"There also seems to be some un- 


certainty as to whether both those 
who are nominated at the caucus and 
others who are nominated by nomina- 
tion papers are entitled- to positions 
on the ballot. Upon this subject the 
law is plain. The names ,of those who 
are nominated at the caucus are to 
be placed' on the official ballot." 


Mr. Owen suggests that wheitef 


caucuses have not'been held a num- 
ber of electors should circulate a 
call for a caucus to be held at a given 
time. He says that the voters should 
be well notified of the time of hold- 
ing the same. 


Mr. Owen also says a candidate de- 


feated at the caucus may be nomin- 
ated by a nomination paper, if he 
Deceives the requisite number bit 
signers. 


A TALE OF TWO CONTRACTORS 


Two contractors were engaged in 


a railroad building job. One con- 
tractor required every man going to

work for him to remove his clothing 
and take a bath.

(first contractor had no trouble getting 
men. The best came to him. 
There 


was absolutely no sickness. ^ The 
only doctor's bill in nine months was 
for a man who had his arm broken 
by a horse. 


The conditions of the two contracts 


and the work done were practically 
identical. The first contractor made 
a handsome profit. 
The second ac- 


tually lost money. 


If the moral of this tale were appli- 


cable only to railroad builders, there 
would be no point in prolntlng It 
here. 
A railroad construction camp 


i'^a small community. The contract- 
Hpri,ls the ruling power. In the civil 
community the voters are the su- 
preme authority.

In order, .however, that 
the anti-body may destroy the dis- 
ease-producing agent a third body 
must-be present. ,-Thi£ is called com- 
plement. 
Every blood contains-more 


or less complement.. The, anti-body 
in a diseased person's blood will, 
when complement is addecr, destroy 
the disease-producing agent outside 
tlie body. 
This is what is done in 


making the test. 


.About two teaspoonful of blood are 


taken from the patient. It is allowed 
to stand perfectly quiet until-it sepa- 
rates into two parts—the clear, pale 
yellow serum and the dark red clot. 
The former is carefully taken off to 
make the test. The latter is thrown 
away. 
The serum is then heated-to 


destroy the unknown amount of com- 
iplement in it. This is called inactiva- 
ting it: The inactive serum is now 
put in a test tube with the disease- 
producing: agent, called antigen, and 
a measured amount of complement 
from guinea pig's blood added.

The larger per cent of our largest 


poul'try raisers who have the greatest 
success with their fowls, both old and 
young, keep a constant supply of 
charcoal before their birds from the 
time they are hatched until they are 
disposed of, 
In my long experience 


in the poultry business I have found 
that charcoal is one of the greatest 
disinfectants I know of, writes A, E, 
Vandevort in American Cultivator. 


I keep it before the fowls all the 


time and feed it'in their mash mix- 
tures and very seldom have an ail- 
ing fowl or chicken, Of course It is 
not uncommon for all poultry raisers 
to have fowls become suddenly ill 
and die without being a profound 
mystery to the owner. But, so far as 
permitting contagious diseases, the 
use of charcoal will absolutely pre- 
vent any catastrophe of this kind.' 


Of course it Js expected that fowls 


are kept comfortable and in clean 
quarters. 
It could not be expected 


that charcoal will perform miracles. 
But where fowls have intelligent man- 
agement charcoal will be an auxil- 
iary that can be relied upon as a 
health producer, There is nothing 
that can take its place when it comes 
to. putting the hens in good laying 
condition. Where charcoal is used I 
have never hud bowel trouble in my 
chickens. It will help prevent little 
chicken cholera if fed freely to the 
breeders during the winter months, 
and If the powdered charcoal is used 
in the mash mixture for the growing 
chicks they will develop very rapidly. 


The coarse ground charcoal, about 


the size of the average grain of corn, 
la the best grade to get for the older 
fowls.

To do this an antigen and antibody 
are used which will present a color 
reaction. 
A rabbit is injected .with 


blood corpuscles from a sheep, These 
corpuscles are the antigen—and the 
rabbit's blood makes an antibody for 
them. 
The complement in the rab- 


bit's blood is destroyed by heat'and 
the portion of sheep's corpuscles and 
the rabbit's blood auued to the test 
tube. The whole mixture now is of 
a light red color, turbid and opaque. 
It is allowed to stand for an hour at 
body Ie7iiperature. 
This is the se- 


cond phase of the reaction. 
If no 


complement was left in the first phase 
nothing can happen in tlie second, 
and the sheep's corpuscles are not 
altered—they settle down in a little 
heap at the bottom of the tube and 
the fluid remains colorless. 
This is 


called inhibition or haemolysis, ab- 
sence of haemolysis, etc., and consti- 
tutes a positive reaction. If the com- 
plement was not used up in the first 
phase, it now operates in the second. 
The sheep's corpuscles dissolve, be- 
come"laked,". and the red coloring 
matter in them stains the solution a 
bright clear r ed which is perfectly 
transparent, i. e., there is haemolysis, 
ibis is a negative reaction. 


in making the test, the component 


parts have to be standardized; i, e., 
they have to be tested to determine 
their exact strength, for neither too 
much nor too little must be used. 
As they do not "keep" Indefinitely, it 
is necessary to restandardize them at 
short intervals. 
The patient's serum 


must first be tested to make sure that 
it will neither produce nor inhibit 
haemolysis by itself; and every time 
the test is made on a patient's serum, 
it must be made on at least two other 
sera, one of which is known to be 
positive, the other negative. These 
are called controls.

EVER DANGER OF INFECTION 


Mo Age Exempt From Tuberculosis, 


According .to Physician Who-Ha8 ./ 


Made It a Study, 


Replying to an attack on the .move- 


ment for local tuberculosis hospitals, 
Dr. Hermann M. Biggs, state'commis- 
sioner of health of New York, says 
n a statement published through the 
Journal of the Outdoor Life, the offi- 
cial organ of the National Association 
or tho Study and Prevention of Tu- 
berculosis: 
"Tuberculosis is an In- 


fectious and communicable disease, 
s'o age ia exempt, and no one is im- 
mune against tuberculosis Infection, 
jut differences in susceptibility exist, 
U different ages. 
The'frequency'.of 


nfoction increases rapidly from the 
first year until at tho age of fifteen 
perhaps 75 per cent of tho population 
show a positive reaction to tuborcu- 
in, although only a small proportion 
have signs of tho disease which can 
je detected by other moans. 


"The conviction has been gradually 


strengthened that tho first infections 
from tuberculosis often occur during 
rifancy and childhood. It seems prob- 
able that many of those who develop 
the disease in adult HEo.have carried 
ho latent infection since childhood, 
and have no recent and new infection 
when the symptoms of tho disease ap- 
pear. 


"H has also been found by experi- 


ment that it is difficult to re-infect an 
animal that has already been prevlous- 
y Inoculated with tuberculosis, Hence, 
t Is inferred that some degree of im- 
munity may bo thus produced .that 
may servo to ward off bacilli'which 
might find lodgment in an individual 
not previously Infected. 
Therefore, 


t will be understood,how the mild in- 
fections, which are healed and pres- 
ent In most persons who have reached 
adult age may, and presumably do, 
offer some protection against further 
imited invasions of the tubercle ba- 
llll. While persons are In good health 
;ho protection thus offered is on ad- 
vantage, having some resemblance to 
vaccination, but only very limited in 
nature, and not complete, Prolonged 
or Intimate exposure, however, or ex- 
posure to a virulent type of tubercu- 
losis, may result in a new infection, 
even of those who have overcome a 
previous mild infection. It is, more- 
over, by no means certain that in de- 
bilitated conditions due to other dis- 
eases, to dissipation or to bad en- 
vironment, new Infections may not oc- 
cur. 
We know positively that the 


first childhood infection may under 
such circumstances break out anew 
and thus become a doubtful advan- 
tage, a real sword with two odges."
